"Unquestioned friends of the 
League have made other proposals. 
Our platform clearly lays no bar 
against any additions that will be help- 
ful, but it spoaka In a Urm rcaoiatloB 
to ataad agalnat anything that die- 
turha Hie vital prlndpla, Wa bear It 
sold that IntMvetatlona ara imnneces- 
sary. Thai may be true, but they will 
at least be reassuring to mnny of our 
citizens, who feel that In signing the 
treaty, there shiaild he no mental res- 
ervations that are not exin-essed In 
plain words, as a matter of good faith 
to our associates. Such interpreta- 
tions pos.sess tlie further virtue of 
su|>plying a base ujion which agree- 
ment can he reached, and agreement, 
without Injury to the convenant. Is 
now of pressing Importanc-e. It was 
the ileslre to get things started, that 
prumiited some meoibera of tbe senate 
to vote for tha Lodge l aaerra tl oas, 
Thoaa who c eB ael aatlenaly voted for 
them in tbe final roU caOa rtalhrnd. 
however, that they acted under duress. 
In thot a politically bigoted minority 
was exercising the arbitrary power of 
its poslthm to enforce drastic condl- 
tlon.s.

"Abuses were not general, but they 
were sufllcient to bring the entira rall- 
rrad ayatema ef tbe country la dis- 
repota. The good aaflbred with the 
evIL Whea the tranaportttion lines 
wera takm ever by tbe gerarement, 
they wera barely able to limp through 
the task of tlie day. Unity In opera- 
tion, the eilinination of the long haul, 
nnd the merging of every mile of track 
and terminal and every vnr and en- 
gine into a coordinuted plan of op- 
eration, ennliled the government to 
transport troops a:ii| supplies, at the 
same time arfonllng, under great 
stress, a satisfactory outlet for our 
Industries. It should he renu-mhered 
In this connei'tloii that except for the 
taotor truck which supplemented 
trans|)ortatioti by rail, and except for 
the grrat pipe llnea which conveyed 
oil for commercial purposes, we 
should not ta all probability hara 
been able to threw ear deciding 
atrength toto the balance and win tbe 
■War. - Any nttvnipt to discredit tbe 
federal oiK-ratlon of rnllroods during 
the .viais of ;,'riivi' eiaergeney Is un- 
fair. In the casi- of those who know 
the f.;rts It Is Insincre. Too much 
cannot he said In praise of thosi> who 
directed Ihls work, nor of the men 
who physically o|iera'ecl the lines un- 
der the discourai-'in;: cenditions of 
poor e(Hil|imeiit. r.nt all of this Is 
water over the wheel. The problem 
of the railroads Is still with ns. The 
government and the public should 
render every co-operation In the ut- 
most good faith, to gira thorough teat 
to prirato ownerahip. The lallraads 
have had tlwir Isaraa. OeveranMnt 
regulation la accepted now aa not only 
a safeguard to the paMle, but as 
a conserving process to the utility. 
Flnundal credit is necessary to pliy- 
sh'til rehabilitation and tt ahould be 
siill'c-lent for the periods of maximum 
denianil. We slonid not lose sight, 
however, of the vast possibilities of 
siipplciiienlury servli'e by water.

Federal Reserve System.

We want our people 
to have an abiding confidence In gov- 
erntnent, hut no readjustment made 
under reactionary auspices will rnrry 
with It the cnnfldenee of the country.
